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SEVERE FIGHTING 
AT CAPE HAITIEN 


City Bombarded and Artillery Used 
in the Streets. 


FOREIGNERS IN GREAT PERIL 


Admiral Killick Bombarded the Port 
Without Previously Notifying the 
Consuls—Fighting Continues. 


CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, June 29.—There 
has been much fighting here to-day, and 
great excitement prevails. Admiral Killick, 
commander of the Haitien fleet, disem- 
barked an additional detachment of troops 
and a large quantity of ammunition at 4 
o'clock this morning for the further pro- 
tection of &en. Firmin, one of the candi- 
@ates for the Presidency. Since 6 o'clock 
this morning there have been several live- 
ly engagements between the men from the 
fleet and the revolutionists from the north. 

Several machine guns were set up in a 
commanding position by Gen. Firmin’s 
forces, and an attempt was made to drive 
the men from the north from their posi- 
tion. Notwithstanding the fire from the 
machine guns, detachments of the north- 
ern revolutionists made several attacks on 
Gen. Firmin’s followers, and the latter 
Were eventually dislodged 

In the meantime the vessels under the 
command of Admiral Killick were bom- 
barding Cape Haitien. This action was 
taken without previous notification to the 
foreign Consuls here. There has been @ 
lively rain of shot down the streets of 
Cape Haitien all day long, the firing being 
particularly heavy between noon and 
o'clock and between 4 and 5 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

At the moment of filing this dispatch the 
Consuls, under the protection of their va- 
rious flags, are with Gen. Firmin, and are 
about to embark on the Government gun- 
boat Créte a Pierrot. They are under @ 
rather heavy fire and in considerable dan- 

‘ger. he foreign residents of this port are 
‘at present exposed to the lawlessness and 
‘pavagery of the combatants.

EX-COUNTESS’S STRANGE END. 


Explosion of a Lamp Frightens Her to 
Death—Her Life Full of Vicissitudes.

TACOMA, Washington, June 29.—Ex- 
Countess Overaden of Berlin, who fourteen 
years ago became widely known in both 
Europe and America, met with a tragic 
death at Whatcom this week. She being ill, 
her husband, F. G. Martesch, got up at 
night to get her some medicine. While he 
was out of the bedroom a lamp exploded. 
Mrs. Martesch died of fright due to the 
explosion. 

Her life had been full of tragedy and 
suffering. She was the second daughter 
of Baron von Overaden, a wealthy German 
nobleman. He desired her to marry an 
aged wealthy German friend. Just prior 
to leaving school she visited her elder sis- 
ter, who had married a nobleman and 2 
member of Crown Prince Frederick's staff. 
Here she met Surgeon von Sieffert, a 
dashing young army officer, and they were 
married. Her father disinherited her, and 
the mesalliance cost her the title of 
Countess. Soon afterward her husband 
was shot from ambush just outside of Ber- 
lin. On his deathbed he declared her one- 
time suitor was concerned in his assassina- 
tion, and made her promise never to marry 
him. 

To ease her bereavement, she was taken 
on a trip around the world by her sister. In 
Chicago she was the guest of Prof. and 
Mrs. Minshall, where she met the man 
whom she soon married. They lived un- 
happily. Being a Catholic, and discover- 
ing that her second husband had a di- 
vorced wife alive, she secured a divorce. 

About this time a German Prince who 
visited Chicago had in his suite fhe ex- 
Countess’s first lover. Through decejt he 
secured an interview, and was ordered 
from her presence. Her first lover and her 
second husband then began harassing her 
by employing detectives. She was forced 
to change her location, and soon after, in 
June, 1888, she married Martesch, whom 
she had known from childhood. They had 
since lived in Whatcom. 


SIX LOST IN BARGE 
SUNK IN LAKE ERIE. 


Yaw! in Which the Survivors Took 
Refuge Capsizes, but They Are 
Washed Ashore. 


SANDUSKY, Ohio, June 29.—It is feared 
that at least six lives were lost in the 
terrible storm which raged on Lake Erie 
Saturday night and to-day. Word was 
received here to-night that the steam barge 
George Dunbar went down in the storm 
early to-day ten miles east of Kelley's Isl- 
and. The barge carried a crew of ten, and 
six of fhe crew are still unaccounted for. 

The Captain, John Little of Port Huron; 
two women, and a sailor arrived at Kelley's 
Island in a yawl early to-day. When they 
reached shoal water near Kelley’s Island 
the yawl capsized and the occupants were 
thrown into the water. The heavy seas 
washed them ashore, and they were taken 
in charge.- So far as is known, the four 


who were saved are the only survivors of 
the crew. 

The Dunbar is a steam barge 140 feet 
in length. It cleared from Cleveland Sat- 
urday morning with coal for Alpena. Capt. 
Little is the owner of the boat. 


BURIED HYPNOTIST’S PERIL. 


When Hastily Exhumed, His Coffin Was 
Found Partly Filled with Water 
from Rainstorm.

READING, Penn., June 29.—Prof. W. W. 
Keretz’s experiment, in which he allowed 
himself to be buried yesterday afternoon 
in a box under six feet of earth, while in a 
hypnotic condition, terminated very abrupt- 
ly this morning. It came near resulting 
seriously to the professor. He hypnotized 
himself yesterday afternoon, was buried, 
and was to have remained under ground 
until to-night, but a terrific rainstorm set 
in after midnight and the vicinity of the 
professor's grave at the fair grounds was 
deluged. 

Those on watch became alarmed, and at 
8 o'clock this morning the coffin was has- 
tily unearthed. The water had already be- 
gun to enter the coffin, and had it been 
allowed to remain in the ground a few min- 
utes longer its occupant would have been 
drowned like a rat in a trap. 

The professor, though somewhat wet, was 
still sound asleep. He had timed himself 
not to awake until the specified time, and 
half a dozen persons in vain exerted all 
their influence to arouse him. After three 
hours’ hard work he partly regained con- 
sciousness, but he has been in a sort of 
stupor all day. 


HURT IN BRIDGE COLLISION. 


Drivers of Two Trucks Thrown to the 
Roadway—tTrolley Car’s Plat- 
form Smashed. 

Two men were injured in a collision on 
the north roadway of the Brooklyn Bridge 
early this morning, when a Graham Ave- 
nue electric car crashed into a double truck 
which had swerved on to the tracks to get 
ahead of a wagon. The drivers of both 
vehicles were thrown from their seats, but 

they escaped serious injury. 

The dashboard and platform of the car 
were smashed and several passengers 
shaken up. 

A double truck driven by Christopher 
Kuhlman of 139 Wallabout Street was go- 


ing at a fast clip, when it tried to head off 
a single truck driven by Henry Schmidt of 
225 Linden Street, Brooklyn. As Kuhlman 
drove on to the tracks the Graham Avenue 
ear struck his truck, knocking it against 
Schmidt's, hurling both drivers to the 
ground. They were slightly injured, but 
refused medical attendance. 


FRANK WESTON STRIKES GOLD. 


Said to Have Found a Rich Vein Near 
Durango, Col.

DURANGO, Col, June 29.—A strike of 
considerable proportions has been made in 
the Needleton district, about half way be- 
tween Durango and Silverton. Frank 
Weston, who is operating a group of claims 
in the vicinity, is reported to have en- 
countered in a 200 foot tunnel a vein of 
quartzite about three feet wide, carrying 
$60 in gold, 110 ounces in silver, and 15 
per cent. lead. 

The ore was encountered in a lime and 
diorite contact, and the vein is a strong

ELEVEN MEN RESCUED 
IN MIDOGEAN WRECK 


Waterlogged and Sinking Bark 
Biskap Brun Set Afire. 


First Officer Metz and Six Men from the 
Potsdam, Who Saved the Mariners, 
Cheered by Liner’s Passengers. 


The Holland-America liner Potsdam ar- 
rived in port yesterday from Rotterdam, 
with Capt. Nilsen and ten men whom she 
rescued on Wednesday in midocean from 
the water-logged and sinking bark Biskap 
Brun, bound for New Richmond, Quebec, 


from Limerick. The bark had been drifting | 


helplessly for ten days, and the crew from 
the Potsdam, who brought the Biskap’s 
men safely off through the high running 
sea, were loudly cheered by the liner’s 
passengers, few of whom had ever wit- 
nessed a midocean rescue. The men lost 
all their belongings, as it is a rule of the 
sea to save only lives, and the bark was 
set on fire. . 

The Biskap Brun left Limerick on May 
30 in ballast for New Richmond, where she 
was to take on a cargo oflumber. When thir- 
teen days out she ran into a heavy north- 
west gale, which continued the next day, 
and on June 15 became a hurricane. The 
Biskap Brun, though only a small bark of 
521 tons, had run up against some stiff 
blows in her thirty-five years of serv- 
ice, for she was built at Vrammen in 1867, 
but four days’ continuousgale and the 
pounding of a heavy sea were tdo much for 
her old timbers and she began to leak. The 
biggest leak was about twenty feet from 
the stern on the starboard side and on the 
water line. Besides that, the stern and the 
planking on both sides of the stern a few 
inches above the water line had been torn 
away in some unknown way, and the strain 
had spread nearly every seam in the vessel. 
On account of the injury to the stern it 
was impossible to put on sail, as the extra 
strain would put the break {fn the stern 
under water. 

The bark continued to leak, but with a 
windmill pump and two hand pumps, the 
men working in relays were able to keep 
her afloat. Several steamers were sighted 
during the next few days, but the Captain 


; could not bring himself to abandon his 


ship and he did not signal them. Finally, 
on Tuesday night, he thought he would try 
to make a little headway and set his fore 
and main lower top sails. 

Mate Kruge had charge of the pump 
crew, and the bark had not been under 
sail long when he noticed that the wind- 
mill pump was not sucking. Seizing a can- 
dle he climbed down into the hold and 
found over six feet of water. Distress sig- 
nals were put up, and early the next morn- 
ing the Potsdam was sighted about a mile 
and a half to windward. 

When the Potsdam made out the signals 
Capt. Potjer of the liner ordered the for- 
ward starboard boat lowered. ~ First Offi- 
cer Metz with six men went to the rescue. 
The sea was running high, and the passen- 
gers watched with breathless interest while 
the little boat made its way to the bark. 
Finally they got alongside, the eleven men 
were taken off one by one, and an hour and 
a quarter after the distress signals were 
seen by the Potsdam the bark’s crew was 
safe aboard the liner. 

They had been told not to bring any of 
their belongings away with them, so 
clothes, chronometers, and all the ship’s 
instruments were left behind. Mate Kruge 
owns a fine sextant, and when he went aft 
to set the ship afire he got his sextant and 
threw it aboard the Potsdam’s boat. It was 
broken up considerably, but the mate 
thinks that he can get it repaired. He was 
also mourning yesterday the loss of seventy 
crowns’ worth of books which he had col- 
lected in his travels. 

The vessel was set afire in the after hold 
where petroleum, paint and oil were stored. 
The old bark blazed up quickly, and while 
it was visible the Potsdam’s passengers 
enjoyed a remarkable midocean spectacle. 

A concert was given in the saloon on 
Friday night and the proceeds, which 
amounted to $150, went to the shipwrecked 
mariners) The men will see the Norwegian 
Consul to-day, and if they cannot get 
berths on a ship here, they will go back 
to their homes in Norway. 


MICHIGAN CATTLE RAISING. 


As Timber Becomes Scarcer, Stock 
Raising Succeeds Lumber Business.

MENOMINEE, Mich., June 29.—As tim- 
ber is becoming scarcer in the Upper Penin- 
sula of Michigan and Northern Wisconsin, 
agriculture and stock raising is supplant- 
ing the lumber business. George Hubbard 
of Crivitz, Wis., has leased 600 acres of 
the H. Zech farm at Crivitz and is turn- 
ing it into a cattle ranch. 

S. M. Stephenson of this city and Isaac 
Stephenson of Marinette have both gone 
into the cattle raising industry. S. M. Ste- 
phenson purchased several hundred head of 
cattle at the Chicago yards last week and 
shipped them to his Grass Lake farm in 
the Thunder River region, where the timber 
has been cut off. 

The progress made in farming in this sec- 
tion during the last decade has been strik- 
ing, but only recently has stock raising 
been given much attention and already the 
advance has been wonderful. 


VISIT GEN. GRANT’S COTTAGE. 


Commander in Chief Eli Torrance and 
Other Grand Army Men Journey 
to Mount McGregor.

SARATOGA, N. Y., June 29.—The cottage 
on Mount McGregor where Gen. U. S. Grant 
died on the morning of July 23, 1885, was 
visited yesterday by several prominent 
Grand Army veterans.

While there they were the guests of the 
cottage custodian, Col. Oliver P. Clark. It 
was the first time that a majority of them 
had had the opportunity to visit the his- 
toric spot.

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$35,000 DAMAGES AWARDED. 


Engineer Injured by the Explosion of 


His Locomotive Wins His Suit.

MEXICO, Mo., June 29.—Patrick Markey, 
formerly an engineer on the Chicago and 
Alton Road, has been awarded $35,000 dam- 
ages in a suit against the Louisiana and 
Missouri Railway Company for injuries sus- 
tained in the explosion of his locomotive in 
October, 1900. The road belonged to the 
Louisiana and Missouri Company and had 
been leased to the Chicago and Alton for 

1,000 years. 

Under the Illinois statutes the damages 
assessable against the Chicago and Alton 
Company were limited to $2,000, so suit was 
brought against the lessor company and a 
verdict for $35,000 found in favor of the 
plaintiff. 


BIG COTTON MILL PLANNED. 


$10,000,000 Establishment Is to be Built 
Near Kansas City—Electricity 
the Motive Power. 


KANSAS CITY, June 29.—One of the larg- 
est cotton mills in the world is to be built 
within twenty miles of Kansas City. Ten 
million dollars ts to be invested, $3,100,000 
of which has already been subscribed by 
Eastern and Western men. W. B. Smith 
Whaley, President of the Olympia and 
Granby Cotton Mills of Columbia, S. C., 
is to be President and General Manager of 
the enterprise. 

The mill will have 500,000 spindles and 
12,000 looms. It will employ 4,000 opera- 
tives and have a payroll Gf $2,450,000 a year. 
The capacity of the mills will be 170,000 
bales of cotton a year, with an output of 
75,000,000 pounds of finished cloth. The 
value of the annual output will, it is esti- 
mated, amount to $12,750,000. The mill 
will be revolutionary in its construction. 
Electricity will be used as the motive 
power, and several new devices will be in- 
stalled. There will be four mill buildings, 
covering an aggregate of 2,000 acres of 
ground.

AUTOMOBILE RACE ENDED. 


Renault Finished First and Three Con- 
testants Claim the Honors in 
- Paris-Vienna Contest. 

VIENNA, June 29.—The Paris-Vienna au- 
tomobile race was finished here to-day. 
Marcel Renault arrived first, but was dis- 
disqualified. He covered the distance from 
Paris to Vienna in 15 hours and 22 minutes, 
at an average speed of 82 kilometres (about 
51 miles) an hour. Zborowski was second, 
Maurice Farman third, Baras fourth, Ed- 
mond fifth, and Hemery sixth. 

Baron de Forest, who was seventh, was 
disqualified. On account of an accident to 
his motor car, 8S. F. Edge, an Englishman, 
was the twentieth to arrive. He denies 
reports circulated to the effect that he was 
disqualified, and cites as proof that he was 
declared winner of the James Gordon Ben- 
nett Cup. 

Three of the contestants in the race claim 
to have won. Renault passed the winning 
point precisely at 2 o’clock. He was dis- 
qualified, however, for having failed to 
stop at the control station at Florisdorf, 
a suburb of Vienna, across the Danube, 
where the final racing *time was to be 
taken. Instead, he dashed madly through 


‘the crowd of officials and timekeepers, and 


entered Vienna at full speed, scattering ve- 
hicles and pedestrians in all directions, and 
arriving at the Prater in eighteen minutes 
instead of the prescribed minimum of forty- 
five minutes from Florisdorf. 

Zborowsky, although he arrived second, 
is believed to be too heavily handicapped 
by his previous day’s performance to win 
first place. It is expected that Maurice 
Farman will attain the coveted honor, his 
brother Henry coming second. The de- 
cision wili probably be delayed three days, 
owing to the complicated calculations aris- 
ing from the speed restrictions imposed 
upon the contestants in Switzerland and 
elsewhere along the route. 

The final-stage of the race was favored 
with glorious weather. Spectators lined 
the route for many miles into the country. 
The Austrian Automobile Club received the 
racers at Prater, where thousands of per- 
sons had gathered and cheered the ar- 
rivals. 

Much sympathy was expressed over the 
ill-luck which befell the American repre- 
sentatives. The Englishmen who took 
part in the contest were also unfortunate. 
It is asserted that Edge, who was believed 
to have won the James Gordon Bennett 
Prize, will be disqualified on account of 
having received help from some peasants 
in extricating his machine from a bad place 
on the read. The International Committee 
will investigate the charges. 

In the opinion of experts the race was the 


severest test of the capacity of automo- 
biles ever imposed, the participants de- 


claring that the roads over the Arlberg: 


Pass and thence to Vienna are some of the 
worst in Europe. Every automobile cover- 
ing the entire route in any reasonable time 
will be entitled to a place in the first rank 
of manufactures. 

A striking feature of the race has been 
the success and endurance of the light cars, 
especially in mountain work. 


OYSTER BEDS DAMAGED. 


Schools of Drumfish in New Jersey 
Waters—Dynamite Exploded.

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STRIKE BREAKING UP, 
COAL OPERATORS SAY 


Daily in Receipt of Applications by 
Miners for Work. 


Two-thirds of the Collieries Could Re- 
sume Operations Now—Start May 
Be Made Soon.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 29.—The 
operators are confident that the strike is 
breaking up, and will be ended soon by 
the great majority of the men returning to 
work. To-night they authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“All signs point to a complete break 
up of the strike. The managers and Su- 
perintendents of mines in all parts of the 
region are daily in receipt of so many ap- 
plications for work from those who leit 
when the strike was declared that they 
now believe they could readily operate two- 
thirds of their collieries if the men were 
afforded proper protection. 

“These statements are confirmed by the 
men themselves, and, while applications are 
not in all cases made direct at the com- 
pany’s office, they are being made in suffi- 
cient number there to afford any one op- 
portunity of learning of the anxiety of the 
men to end the strike and get back to work 
under the same conditions as when they 
went on strike.

MR. MITCHELL IN CHICAGO.

His Object to Settle Illinois 
fields Disputes. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers of America ar- 
rived at Chicago to-day and will be here 
several days. When asked the object of his 
visit to Chicago, Mr. Mitchell said he came 
to settle several questions in dispute in the 
Illinois coal fields, which had been referred 
to Commissioner Herman Justi of the IIli- 
nois Operators’ Association and himself. 
These matters, he thought, would be dis- 
posed of to-morrow. 

Mr. Mitchell said matters were progress- 
ing as satisfactorily as could be expected 
in the anthracite field in Pennsylvania. 
Regarding the action of the coming con- 
vention in Indianapolis, he declared he had 
nothing to say, as he had no idea what ac- 
tion the special convention would take. 

Mr. Mitchell will go to Saginaw, Mich., 
Tuesday, to meet the miners’ officials of 
Michigan and the operators of that State, 
with a view to settling the strike which has 
been in progress there since last April. He 
expects to be again in Wilkesbarre, Penn., 
not later than next Friday. 

At President Mitchell’s headquarters 
National Board Member’ John Fal- 
lon is in charge during Mr. Mitchell’s ab- 
sence in the West. Mr. Fallon said to- 
night that the miners were just as deter- 
mined as ever. The National Board mem- 
ber also denied that there was any suffer- 
ing among the strikers. 

An attempt will be made to start at least 
three washeries in the Wyoming region to- 
morrow. One operator said to-night that 
the number of washeries now in operation 
was greater than at any time since the 
strike began 

The Wilkesbarre Lace Mill, which has 
been idle for ten days, will resume work to- 
morrow. The mill employs 1,100 hands, 
mostly girls. Because the Superintendent 
would not discharge five girls whose fa- 
thers and brothers were working as non- 
union men in the mines the other employes 
quit work. The Superintendent of the mill 
then announced that there would be no 
work until further notice. Last night he 
was waited upon by a committee from the 
Central Labor Union and a temporary 
agreement was reached by which all hands 
will return to work Tuesday. In the mean- 
time it is thought a permanent settlement 
will be reached. 

While a number of coal and iron police- 
men who are guarding the Nottingham 
Mine of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
Company at Plymouth were cleaning their 
firearms this morning one of the guns went 
off and a tullet struck one of the officers, 
Benjamin Kauer, in the side, inflicting a 
very serious wound. The wounded man 
Was removed to the Wilkesbarre Hospital 
in a critical condition. 

A notice was issued from strike head- 
quarters to-night that all uniqgn miners 
should keep away from Fernie, British Co- 
lumbia, where, it is claimed, a strike is in 
progress. It is said agents from British 
Columbia have been in the anthracite re- 
gion for some days past trying to hire men 
to go to Fernie.

NEW JERSEY’S BIG BALANCE.

Taxes Paid by the Corporations During 
the Past Month Caused an Increase.

TRENTON, N. J., June 29.—The balance 
in New Jersey's State Treasury for the 
fiscal year ending to-morrow will show a 
balance of $2,698,202, which means nearly 
a half million increase over that of last 
year. The large amounts received within 
the last month in taxes from the trusts 
chartered in 1900 and 1901 make up this 
big increase. The taxes on the big cor- 
porations foot up considerably more than 
$2,000,000 annually. 

The State authorities are awaiting anx- 


iously the decision of the court in the case 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
wherein it is sought to convert $200,000,000 
of preferred stock into bonds. An unfa- 
vorable decision would result in a loss to 
the State of $10,000 annually in taxes from 
that concern. 


WESTERN UNION LOSES.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—Following 
the breach between the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road and the Western Union Telegraph 
Company over their Eastern contracts, it 
is now reported that the railroad has noti- 
fied the telegraph company that the con- 
tracts on the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg will not be renewed.

|WIDESPREAD  RAINSTORM 


Extended from the Rocky Mount- 
ains to the Alleghanies. 


Average Fall, One to Two Inches— 
$250,000 Damage in St. Louis— 
Fatalities in Tennessee. 


ST. LOUIS, June 29.—This city and vicin- 
ity is the centre of a rainstorm of unprece- 
dented severity that has prevailed almost 
incessantly since Saturday morning. Ac- 
cording to the local Weather Bureau re- 
ports, 5.45 inches of rain have fallen since 
early Saturday morning. At times the storm 
equaled a cloudburst in severity. 

The storm is the most widespread that 
has been experienced in this country for 
many years, according to Weather Bureau 
officials, extending from the Rocky Mount- 
ains to the Alleghanies. In Kansas, Iowa, 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Penn- 
sylvania the rainfall during yesterday and 
to-day averaged from one to two inches. 

Damage in this vicinity estimated at 
about $250,000 resulted from the wind that 
accompanied the rain. Last night the 
wind attained a velocity of about fifty-five 
miles an hour, blowing down trees, tele- 
phone, telegraph, and trolley poles, and 
interfering with communication of all sorts. 
At least 1,000 shade trees in various parts 
of the city are reported blown down. From 
the country surrounding come reports of 
destruction to and the washing out of rail- 
road tracks and bridges, causing consider- 
able delay to trains. 

Five hundred feet of the north wall of 
the Varied Industries Palace at the Werld’s 
Fair site fell last night as the result of the 
storm, the water undermining the founda- 
tions when the wind was at its height. In 
places the World's Fair grounds are cov- 
ered with water. 

One of the most disastrous floods in the 
history of Alton, Ill, and vicinity resulted 
to-day from the heavy rains. At 4 o'clock 

| this afternoon it was estimated that 10,000 
acres have been covered by the overflow of 
Wood River, which is from three to six 
miles wide. 

The greatest single disaster caused by 
the flood was the destruction of the plant 
of the Stoneware Pipe Company at East 
Alton. The loss is estimated at $40,000. 
One of the kilns was filled with stoneware 
and red hot. When the water reached 
the kiln an explosion followed, which set 
fire to the buildings. 

The station of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad was carried away @ 
quarter of a mile distant. The flood pro- 
duced the worst railroad tie-up in recent 
years in the vicinity of the Altons. The 
Big Four and the Chicago, Peoria and St. 
Louis Railroads were hit the hardest. The 
Burlington, west side, was the only line 
working directly between Alton and St. 
Louis to-day. The Burlington and Quincy 
had a bad washout between upper Alton 
and Wood's Station. Two miles of the 
track of the Big Four Railroad on the 
main line and branch at East Alton have 
been washed away. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 29.—Later 
information from the storm of Saturday 
afternoon shows that great damage was 
done to farms in this section, many barns 
and other buildings having been blown 
down. Cora Kelly, a public school teacher 
of this city, while driving through a grove 
of trees in Meigs County, near Dayon, was 
killed by a falling tree. 

James Grayson, proprietor of a sawmill 
near this city, and Jesse May were killed. 

Private José Quirk of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, while engaged in trying to prevent a 
stampede of the horses in the corral, was 
trampled under the feet of the animals and 
fatally injured, 

At Harriman, a fifteen-year-old daughter 
of Frank Dugger was struck by lightning 
and killed. 


MILAN, Tenn., June 29.—A severe storm 
which passed through this section of Gib- 
son County yesterday afternoon destroyed 
a number of residences and caused the 
death of John Richardson, a white man, 
sixty years of age. Fences and crops were 
ruined by the wind and rain. It is feared 


complete details of the storm will bring 
additional reports of loss of life and dam- 
age to crops. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 29.—Eastern Ne- 
braska has had four days of almost con- 
tinuous rainfall, flooding cornfields and de- 
laying the harvesting of small grain. Some 


damage has been dene to wheat in the 
shock. Country roads are almost impassa- 
ble. The temperature has ranged in the fif- 
ties, to-day’s high mark being 58 degrees. 

One year ago to-day the thermometer 
recorded 103. 


DENVER, Col., June 29.—The drought 
which threatened to be the most severe 


that Colorado has known for years, has 
been broken by a heavy and widespread 
rain. Though the storm in places was ac- 
companied by hail that did much damage, 
this is trivial compared with the value of 
the crops saved by the rain, 

The storm damage in Denver and vicinity 
is estimated all the way from $10,000 to 
$50,000. 

Snow fell to the depth of eight inches in 
Leadville and many other places in the 
mountains. 


WINTER STORM IN CHICAGO. 


Unprecedented Weather, the Observer 
Says—This June Compared with 
Others in Previous Years. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, June 29.—A Winter storm 
such as December or March develops burst 
on Chicago late last night and continued 
to-day. Said Prof. Cox, the Weather Ob- 
server: “‘Such a storm in summertime or 
anywhere near this time of year never, in 
my experience, came before. It has all 
the phenomena of an early Winter or early 

Spring affair.” 

«rof. Cox last night advised all lake Cap- 
tains not to put to sea. Few disregarded 
the warning. The wind blew thirty-six to 
forty miles an hour to-day. 

The average temperature for twenty- 
nine days of this June of 1902 has been 64.3 
degrees. The normal temperature for the 
beginning of June is 61 degrees, and for the 
end of the month 71 degrees. The combi- 
nation of great rainfall and low tempera- 
ture is what distinguishes this month. Fol- 
lowing is a table of previous Junes, with 
figures of rainfall and temperature:

CITY DETECTIVE CONVICTED. 


Minneapolis Officer Found Guilty of 
Aiding a Thief—Other Indicted 
Officials Alarmed. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 29.—A ver- 
dict of guilty was returned late last night 
in the case of Detective Nathaniel W. King, 
indicted on charges of being accessory aft- 
er the fact to a felony. Another indictment 
alleging larceny is still pending against 
the prisoner. King stands convicted of. 
having guilty knowledge of the theft of a 
diamond from John W. Hooper, in that he 
knew the thief and aided him to escape 
justice. It is charged in the remaining bill 
that the detective retained the stolen gem 
for his use when it was turned over to him 
by the original culprit for restoration to 
the rightful owner. 

King was chief of detectives under Mayor 
Ames in a previous administration. His 
conviction has a depressing effect on the 
other indicted officials, as the evidence 
against him was not as strong as that 
which confronts most of those remaining 
for trial or indictment. Police Superin- 
tendent Ames is expected to go on trial | 
Monday. All the indicted officials continue 
to draw salaries from the city. 


STUDENT CONFERENCE OPENS. 


Crowds of College Men Flock to North- 
field, Mass.—Events Scheduled 
for This Week.

EAST NORTHFIELD, Mass., June 20.— 
The largest student conference ever held at 
Northfield was started last week. Crowds 
of students from all the colleges have 
flocked to the little town, filling up the 
Northfield Seminary buildings and Camp 
Northfield and occupying the Northfield 
Hotel.

DISBROW’S FATHER WORRIED. 


Maintains He Does Not Know of His 
Son’s Plans or Whereabouts—Specu- 
lation at Good Ground, L. I. 


T. A. Disbrow, the father of Louis Dis- 
brow, remained at his home in Richmond 
Hill yesterday. The strain of the last few 
weeks is beginning to tell on him, and much 
of his good humor has left him. He refused 
to say whether he would go to Southamp- 
ton or Good Ground to-morrow, and main- 
tained that he knew nothing of his son's 
plans or whereabouts. 


GOOD GROUND, L. I., June 29.—There is 
a great diversity of opinion here regarding 
Lawyer Rowland Miles's ability to keep his 
promise to produce Louis Disbrow Tuesday 
to answer the warrant issued for his arrest 
in connection with the death of Sarah Law- 
rence and Clarence Foster. Many people 
are of the opinion that Disbrow will disap- 
point his counsel at the last moment, while 
others are just as firm in their belief that 
Mr. Miles will be able to make his promise 
good. 

As Mr. Miles is a political opponent of 
District Attorney Smith, should he fall to 
produce his client it will, many think, work 
to his disadvantage in the race for the Dis- 
trict Attorneyship. Should Disbrow show 


up, however, and Justice Foster decide 
that the evidence is sufficient to hold him, 
he will have to remain in jail until October, 
as the Grand Jury does not meet until then. 

There has been considerable speculation 
as to why District Attorney Smith sent to 
Southampton for Justice Foster to take the 
sworn statements in the case, as under or- 
dinary conditions Justice Griffin of Quoque 
woulc be called. This is explained the 
statement that Justice Griffin is the Post- 
master of his town, and a very busy man. 


ONE DEAD, THE OTHER DYING. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I., June 20.—One man is 
dead and another dying as a result of a 
quarrel this morning over $2. Joseph Car- 
ris, an Italian shoemaker, having a shop 
at 10 Greenwich Street, was the man 
killed. Felice Ravo is the man dying. He 
was shot twice by Carris before he himseif 
shot and instantly killed Carris. 

Carris, besides running the shoeshop, 
kept a boarding house, and Ravo formerly 
boarded with him, but more _ recently 
boarded at the house at 28 Orchard Street. 
It is claimed Ravo owed $2 for.board when 
he left Carris's house. Carris went to the 
house on Orchard Street this morning and 
demanded the money. There wags a dis- 
pute, and Carris shot. One bullet struck 
Ravo in the groin, inflicting what is be- 
lieved to be a fatal wound. Ravo grabbed 
a shotgun and chased Carris. He caught 
him a few doors from the house and fired. 
The charge carried away Carris’s breast, 
and he died instantly. 

Ravo, exhausted by his wound and chase, 
dropped beside the corpse. He was care 
ried to a shed, and Dr. Lanehart examined 
him and found the injury almost certainly 
fatal. Ravo was taken to the Nassau 
Hospital, where Justice Clowes took his 
ante-mortem statement. 


Pawtucket Street Cars Stoned. 

PAWTUCKET, R. L, June 29.—Street 
cars were stoned and obstructions placed 
on the tracks by sympathizers of the strik- 
ing motormen and conductors in this city 
and Central Falls to-day. The heavy rain 
had made the police less vigilant than usual 
and the attacks were a surprise. Two street 
railway men were hurt by missiles. After 
rupning ten cars during the day the trac- 
tion company took all off at dusk.

POLICEMAN INHERITS $75,000. 


Lucky Patrolman Harry McCutcheon’s 
Windfall Comes from an Uncle— 
His Plans for the Future. 


Patrolman Harry McCutcheon of the 
West Thirty-seventh Street Station, better 
known to his colleagues on the force and 
to all others who know him as “* Handsome 
Harry,” has become heir to $75,000. The 
good fortune came to the patrolman, who 
is twenty-seven years old, through his 
uncle, William McCutcheon of Nashua, N. 
H. 

There are at least four other heirs, who 
receive a part of the estate of the Nashua 
man, who was a bachelor. It is invested 
largely in timber lands in Northern Maine 
and New Hampshire. ‘‘ Handsome Harry ”’ 
comes in for the greatest share because of 
his athletic tendencies and because the 
young man accompanied the rich bachelor 
on many of his hunting and outing expe- 
ditions. 

MtCutcheon had created something of a 
stir in the Police Department even before 
the last and best news for him. He has 
blonde, curly hair, which, owing to the 
fact that he is much in the sun when 
rowing and engaging in other athletic 
sports without his hat, he allows to grow 
quite long. He is a marvel of muscular de- 
velopment. He weighs exactly 167 pounds 
stripped at the present time, which he 
confessed last evening was three pounds 
lighter than his usual weight, and is 6 feet 
in height. 

McCutcheon has been living in New York 
off and on about ten years. He has been 
on the police force five years. He joined 
the Young Men's Christian Association 
several years ago, and to that fact attrib- 
utes the good habits which have kept him 
in good health. He has several times come 
to the notice of his superior officers for 
acts of bravery, the latest instance being 
on April 2, when at Eighth Avenue and 
Fortieth Street he stopped a runaway. 

The lucky policeman has just returned 
from a trip to Nashua, where he has been 
looking after his new interests. He said 
last night that two nephews and two un- 


cles took exception to the large share of 
the estate bequeathed to him, but that he 
was convinced “they would compromise 
rather than allo he lawyers to eat up all 
their interests. He said that he had not 
yet made up his mind ta leave the force, 
but added significantly: 

“I wouldn't wonder if something of that 
kind were to happen.” 

He said that hereafter most of his time 
would be devoted to athletics—to rowing 
preneioey: He will row with the Hudson 

owing Club on July 5, and again in the 
Long Island Rowing Club regatta on July 
12. He said also that he might go into 
business of some kind, but that he had 
not yet made up his mind fully what the 
nature of it would be. 


HANDY WITH A REVOLVER. 


Man Who Shot Tammany Politician 
Uses for Target Paper Held by 
His Wife, It. Is Said. 


Amandu Pedron and his wife, Nellie, of 
770 Tenth Avenue were arraigned before 
Magistrate Brann yesterday in the West 
Side Police Court on a charge of shooting 
Matthew Gall, a Tammany District Cap- 
tain, on Saturday night at 770 Tenth Ave- 
nue. Gall, Jacob Zimmermayer, a tenant in 
the house, and Charles Scheeler, another 
politician, were also arraigned by Police- 
men Haley and Heckley of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station on a charge of 
disorderly conduct made by Pedron and 
his wife, 

Gall, who was taken to the Roosevelt 
Hospital on Saturday night, told the Mag- 
istrate that the bullet had been turned 


from its course by a pipe in his breast 
pocket, and had merely grazed his side 
over the heart. He and Scheeler, he said, 
were in Zimmermayer's flat, which is sit- 
uated on the third floor just over the 
apartment occupied by Pedron. They were 
trying to get Zimmermayer to enroll in the 
Narragansett Club, of which they are 
members, when Pedron shot through the 
partly open door from the hall. 

Scheeler alleged that he was standing 
near the door and saw Pedron coming up 
the stairs with his wife. When they reached 
the top Mrs. Pedron handed a revolver to 
her husband, and said, ‘* Shoot—fill them 
full of lead!” 

“He is an Anarchist,”” said Scheeler; 
“‘why, he's threatened to shoot everybody 
in the house. He's got his place full of guns 
and rifles. He’s got a habit of shooting out 
of the windows. He said he would just as 
lief shoot a person as not.” 

“Is his wife an Anarchist, too?” asked 
the Magistrate. 

“I guess so,” replied Scheeler; ‘‘ she 
holds up pieces of paper in the flat and 
he shoots them full of holes.’”’ 

“How do you know that?” his Honor 
asked. 

** Why, I sor her,’ protested Scheeler. 

“That's a new one in the English lan- 
guage. I'll have to believe you if you 
*sor’ her.” 

Scheeler went on to say that he had just 
come home from work and had stopped at 
Zimmermayer's flat on his way upstairs to 
his own apartments, 

Edward Zimmermayer, a son of Jacob 
Zimmermayer, told the Magistrate that 
Pedron threatened to shoot him three 
weeks ago. 

“What for?” the Magistrate inquired. 

““He says my dog killed his cat.’ 

Pedron and his wife looked as if they 
had been roughly handled, Mrs. Pedron 
had two black eyes and Pedron had several 
bruises on his face. 

“Well,” decided the Magistrate, ‘I'll 
hold Pedron and his wife in $500 for ex- 
amination to-morrow and discharge the 
others. People who try to kill other peo- 

le have no right to complain of disorder- 

y conduct on the part of others.” 


EXCURSION TRAIN WRECKED. 


One Man Killed and Thirty Injured on 
Colorado Midland Railway. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., June 29.— 
An excursion train on the Colorado Mid- 
land Railway, coming down Ute Pass from 
Cripple Creek, struck a broken rail to-day 
and seven cars were wrecked. Francis M. 
English, a prominent musician of this city, 


was instantly killed and thirty other pas- 
sengers were more or less injured, three or 
four probably fatally. 

The wreck occurred at Culbers Siding, an 
abandoned station, one mile east of Cas- 
cade, in Ute Pass, and twelve miles from 
Colorado Springs. The train was crowded 
to its utmost capacity. 


LEAPED FROM CAR INTO RIVER. 


WOODBURY, N. J., June 29.—A trolley 
car, fully loaded with passengers, was 
crossing the trestle bridge near here at 
midnight last night on its way from Cam- 
den, when a man about thirty years of age 
arose, and before he could be prevented 


stepped on to the side rail of the car and 
leaped into the river. The body was recov- 
ered to-day. 

The man’s skull was fractured by his 
striking a spile as he went down into the 
water. There was nothing on the body 
which sheds light on his identity. 


Believe School Teacher Thomas Alive.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 29.—Notwith- 
standing the Government report, friends of 
Lewis A. Thomas, the school teacher said 
to have probably been murdered in the 
Philippines, hope that he is still alive. 
They base their theory on the fact that a 
revolver and a watch were stolen from him 
in that country several months ago and be- 
lieve that these were those possessions of 
his found on the dead Filipino.

THIRTEEN CHINAMEN 


FOUGHT DETECTIVES. | 


Raid on a Place in Pell Street That 
_ Was Lively for Awhile—“Pigow” 
Outfit Found. 


Thirteen Chinamen fought detectives who 
raided an alleged “‘ pigow”’ place at 22 Pell 
Street last night. The fight was the first 
of the kind in the experience of the detect- 
ives, who said that they would not have 
believed it had they not been there. One of 
the detectives was handled roughly, and 
another had his coat torn from his back. 

Rourdsman Burns and Detectives Nevins, 
Milhauser, and Routh went to the third 
story of the house, where they learned 
that a “pigow’’ game was in progress. 
They broke open the door and rushed upon 
the thirteen frightened Chinamen. Mil- 
hauser, who was the first in the room, at- 
tempted to arrest one of the men. He was 
struck a blow in the face that knocked 
him to the floor. In a moment five China- 
men were on top of him, kicking and beat- 


ing him. When he was rescued his face 
was cut and bruised in many places, and 
his body had many bruises. oundsman 
Burns jumped to the rescue of Milhauser, 
while Nevins and Routh guarded the door. 

Seeing some of the Celestials trying to 
escape through a rear door, Nevins went 
to head them off, leaving Routh alone ac 
the door leading to the stairway. Five of 
the Chinamen jumped at Routh and tried 
to pass him. He was dragged to the 
ground, and had his coat torn off. He 
reached his revolver and frightened the 
Chinamen into submission, 

In the meantime Burns had rescued Mil 
hauser by the free use of his “ billy.* 
Three Chinamen with sore heads were on 
the floor. Burns went to a window and 
signaled for the patrol wagon, which is 
stabled a short distance away, and the 
thirteen were taken to the Elizabeth Street 
Station. The detectives secured a 
“pigow"’ outlay, consisting of dominoes, 
dice, outtons, and $1.50 in cash. 


COULDN’T FOOL THE JUDGE. 


Detective Mahoney arraigned fifteen men 
yesterday morning before Magistrate 
Brann, in the West Side Court, the result 
of a “round-up” of a gang of night prowl- 
ers on the pier at the foot of Twenty- 
seventh Street made by a squad of po- 
licemen from the West Thirty-seventh 
Street Station. 

Among the prisoners were several fish- 
ermen who said they went to the pier to 
fish for “ tommy-cods.” 

**Tommy-cods don't run except in the 
Fall and Spring,’’ remarked the Magis- 
trate. ‘Don’t you know that?—or were 
you willing to wait until Fall for a bite?” 

The fishermen admitted that they had 
fallen asleep while waiting for a bite. 

The complaint was made against William 
Heeley and others. Heeley was one of the 
fishermen. 

“Where do you work, Heeley?”’

"©he position, says the correspendent, 
fis a remarkable one, because the Rus- 
sian, British, and Japanese Ministers 
Originally assented to the conditions for 
the sake of unanimity, and now Russia 
has withdrawn and will be followed by 
France. The delay is regrettable. Trade 
has been seriously interfered with. No 
native banks have been reopened and 
China has lost the entire salt harvest 
this year in Pe-chi-Li Province, amount- 
ing to some hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. 

The correspondent goes on to say that 
the difference regarding the Northern 
Railway is not yet entirely removed. 
Russia objected to two clauses in the 
agreement, one regarding foreign finan- 
cial assistance in the construction pf the 
railway from Peking to the Great Wall, 
the other stipulating for the appoint- 
ment of British, German, and Japanese 
military co-Directors. In regard to the 
former question the objection has been 
satisfied. In the latter case a note sent 
by Prince Ching (head of the Chinese 
Foreign Office) to M. Lessar, (the Rus- 
sian Minister,) embodying an alleged 
British alteration which M. Lessar ac- 
cepted, contained a gross misstatement 
of fact. Prince Ching stated that Great 
Britain had consented to the abolition of

THE NEW DREIBUND TREATY. 


French Press Believes that the Alliance 
Is Not So Strong as Formerly. 
PARIS, June 29.—The French press views 


the renewal of the Tripie Alliance, which | 


was effected yesterday in Berlin by the 
signing of a treaty by the German Imperial 
Chancellor, Count von Biilow, and the Aus- 
trian and Italian Ambassadors to Germany, 
with considerable equanimity, and expresses 
the belief that the strength of the alliance 
has been much enfeebled by 
with regard to tariff questions and by the 
better understanding between Italy and 
France. The press considers, moreover, 
that the existence of the Franco-Russian 
alliance deprives the Triple Alliance of its 
original aggressive character. The Temps 
says: 

“A tariff war is about to graft itself on 
this political alliance, and the future will 
teach us how far an economic war is com- 
patible with a diplomatic understanding. 
Recent developments have singularly modi- 
fied, if not the cordiality and intimacy be- 
tween the powers of the Triple Alliance, at 
least the efficacy and practical value of 
the league.” 

The Journal des Débats is convinced that 
the new alliance will not be the same as 
the old one either in spirit or letter, and 
recalls the declaration of Signor Prinetti, 
the Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs, in 
the Italian Chamber of Deputies that “no 
military or diplomatic convention will be 


appended to the new treaty.’’ This paper 
concludes by saying: 

“The Triple Alliance has been renewed 
under unfavorable conditions, and these 
should be taken into account, not only in 
considering its present renewal, but with 
regard to the prospects of a further renew- 
al of the alliance later.” 


MANAOS, BRAZIL, ISOLATED. 


Notice Sent Out that Cable Communica- 
tion Is Interrupted. 


The Commercial Cable Company yester- 
day sent out the following notice: 

“We are advised that telegraphic com- 
munication with Manaos is interrupted.” 


In reply to inquiry at the office of the 
Commercial Cable Company as to the cause 
of the interruption announced in the fore- 
going, it was said last night that the com- 
pany had simply been notified of the fact 
by the Eastern Company, and that no de- 
tails were furnished and no explanation 
was given. ! 

Manaos is the capital of the Brazilian 
State of Amazonas and stands upon a mod- 
erate elevation on the left bank of the Rio 
Negros, about six miles above the junction 


of that river with the Amazon. The pop- 
ulation is about 45,000. 

In spite of the distance of Manaos from 
the coast;/ocean steamers ascend the Ama- 
zon and Rio Negros to the city, and it is 
an important centre of river navigation. 
The rubber trade especially is extensive.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—Edwin and 
Thomas Balch of Philadelphia are at pres- 
ent in St,, Petersburg for the purpose of 


collecting information and material with 
regard to the boundaries of Alaska. 


The Russian Recruiting Frauds. 
ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—Capt. Kriv- 
etsky has been sentenced to imprisonment 
for two years and six months by a court- 
martial, which was held at Poltava for hav- 
ing accepted bribes to free recruits from 
military service. Six of the Captain’s ac- 


complices have been sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment and six others to va- 
rious terms of penal servitude. 


The Cholera Outbreak at Port Arthur. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—In a dis- 
patch from Port Arthur, a correspondent 
of the Novoe Vremya blames the Captain 
of the British vessel Hinan for the recent 
epidemic of cholera there, which has 
caused the death of over 400 persons, near- 
ly 800 of whom Were Europeans. 


The Pope to Write to the President. 

ROME, June 29.—The Right Rev. Thomas 
O'Gorman, Bishop of Sioux Falls, S. D., 
when he returns to the United States, will 
be the bearer of a letter from the Pope to 
President Roosevelt and will take with 
him the Pontiff's magnificent gift to the 
President, which consists of a view of the 
City of Rome from the Vatican studio, done 
in mosaic. The idea of appointing Bishop 
O’Gorman Apostolic Delegate in the Philip- 


pines appears for the present at least to 
have been abandoned, although the first 
suggestion of this appointment was uttered 
by the Pope himself when he received Will- 
iam H. Taft, Civil Governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 


American Jockeys in France Exonerated 

PARIS, June 29.—The recent investiga- 
tion by the Jockey Club of the conduct 
on the French turf of American jockeys, 
who, it was intimated, had attempted to 
prevent English jockeys riding against 
them from winning races, has resulted in 
the exoneration of the Americans. It is an- 
nounced that the club found nothing ques- 


tionable in their behavior, and that no proof 
of a combination on their part against the 
English riders; was discovered. 


A March Composed by Prince Henry. 

BERLIN, June 29.—A march called “ The 
Parade March of the Marine Division,” 
composed by Admiral Prince Henry of 
Prussia, has been brought out by a pub- 
lisher of Leipsic.

Adjournment Expected Not Later 
than Wednesday. 


Conference on the Philippine Bill May 
Be Completed To-day—Two Appro- 
priation Bills to be Finished. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The exact time 
when the, present session of Congress shall 
come to a close cannot be foretold until 
there is definite information as to when an 
agreement will be reached on the Philip- 
pine Civil Government bill. However, the 
general consensus of opinion places the ad- 
journment on Tuesday, or at the latest, 
Wednesday. This prediction involves the 
opinion that the Philippine conferrees will 
be able to conclude their work to-morrow. 
That they can do that is quite evident in 
view of what already has been accom- 
plished in the way of harmonizing the dif- 
ferences on that bill and on account of the 
probability that parts of the measures will 
be dropped in case it should appear that no 
agreement can be reached except through 
prolonged exchange of views. 

Neither house is disposed to extend the 
session for more than a day or two for the 
Purpose of securing agreement on all feat- 
ures of the bill when it is felt on all hands 
that the preservation of no one feature of 
the bill is necessary to its success as a 
whole. It is not believed in any quarter 
that either house will consume a great deal 
of time in debating the conference réport 
when presented, but, lest the debate should 
run longer than is expected, the resolution 
fixing the time for adjournment will not 
be brought in until the Philippine confer- 
ence report shall be made to and accepted 
by both houses. 

Of the appropriation bills, the General 
Deficiency and the Naval bill remain to re- 
ceive the finishing touches. There are still 
some points of difference on each of these 
measures between the two houses, but none 
that cannot be harmonized whenever the 
Philippine bill shall be out of the way. 

Neither house will attempt much other 
business. The Senate calendar contains a 


number of measures which can be dis- 
cussed, and there is an understanging in 
the House that the Militia bill shall be used 
as a basis for discussion to fill in the time 
when conference reports are not at hand 
for consideration. There also is an under- 
standing that the London Doek Charges 
bill shall be taken up under suspension of 
the rules after the adoption of the resolu- 
tion fixing the hour for adjournment. 

Both houses will close the session with 
exceptionally clean calendars and with the 
feeling that it has been a session of impor- 
tant achievements. . 


PHILIPPINE BILL CONFERENCE. 


No Agreement Reached Yesterday, but 
Indications Are Favorable to an 
Understanding. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The conferrees 
on the Philippine Civil Government bill 
were in session a large part of to-day. 
They met first in the forenoon at Senator 
Lodge’s house, breaking up about 4 o’clock 
and reassembling at 9 o'clock. The second 
meeting was still in progress at midnight. 

After the conference took a recess at 4 
o'clock, it was stated that no agreement 
had been reached on the coinage and Phil- 
ippine legislation branches of the bill, 


which have been the chief obstacles to an 
agreement, but it was said to-night the in- 
dications were favorable to an agreement 
being reached. 


APPROPRIATIONS OF CONGRESS. 


Total for the Session Now Closing Will 
Amount to Almost a Billion Dollars. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The amount 
of appropriations for the present session 
of Congress will run unusually high, owing 
in part to the amount required to build 
the isthmian canal. When Mr. Cannon 
submitted a general estimate of appropria- 
tions a few weeks ago he made the total 
up to that time $691,445,000. Since then 
the Canal bill has passed, carrying a pres- 
ent appropriation of $40,000,000 for the 
franchise, and enough more for the rights 
of Colombia and for beginning the work 
to carry the total up to $50,000,000. The 
entire cost of the undertaking is approxi- 
mately $184,000,000. 

Mr. Cannon’s estimate also omitted con- 
tracts for future expenditure included in 
the Omnibus Public Building, the Omni- 
bus Claims, and various other bills, ag- 
gregating a large amount. This will carry 
the total for the session, figuring in these 
future amounts, almost, if not quite, up 
to the billion-dollar mark. 

The appropriation bills have contained 
little. general legislation, being confined 
chiefly to the regular needs of the various 
branches of the Government. The Naval 
bill provided for an addition of two ar- 
mored cruisers, two battleships, and two 


gunboats to the navy, and a. provision is 
still in controversy as to whether one of 
each class of these ships shall be built in 


Government yards. 


HOUSE’S SUNDAY SESSION. 


First Time in Ninety Years that the 
Sabbath Was Made a Legis- 
lative Day. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The House of 
Representatives held a session to-day to 
pay tribute to the memortes of Representa- 
tive Amos J. Cummings of New York and 
Representative Peter J. Otey of Virginia. 
The widows and families of the deceased 
occupied the Speaker's pew in the galleries 
and delegations from Typographical Union 
No. 6 of New York, the Letter Carriers’ 
Association, and the New York Pilots’ As- 
sociation came here to honor Mr, Cum- 
mings’s memory. The public galleries were 
well filled. The eulogies were impressive, 
especially that delivered by Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois, the veteran Chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee, who paid a tribute to 
the character of Mr. Cummings. 

Although services have been held in the 
House on Sunday on previous, occasions, 
notably on the death of Henry Winter 
Davis, this was the first in ninety years 
that Sunday was made a legislative day and 
the House met on the Sabbath with a 
Speaker, clerks, and all the other parapher- 
nalia which ‘accompany the actual transac- 
tion of legislative business. Frequently in 
times past the House has been in session on 
Sunday, especially at the close of a short 
session, but such sessions always have been 
continuations of the legislative days of Sat- 
urday and the Journal on Monday showed 
no session on the Sabbath. In this case, 
however, the Journal of to-day will be that 
of a regular legislative day. In order to 


find a precedent for the session, the House’ 


managers went back to 1811, when the

Exposition to be Held in Osaka from 
March to July, 1903. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Consul S. 8. 
Lyon sends from Kobe, Japan, a pamphlet 
giving the classification of articles in the 
Osaka Exposition, to be held from March 
to July, 1903. Mr. Lyon also transmits de- 
scriptive matter of the forthcoming Japa- 
nese World's Fair. Spacious buildings, 
eighteen in number, are being erected. 
They are being constructed entirely of 
wood and covered with galvanized zinc 
sheets. At the northern entrance to the 
grounds there will be a tower ninety feet 
high, from which visitors may view the 
surrounding country. 

The laying out of the grounds and the 
construction and fitting, up of the buildings 
and appurtenances have been undertaken 
by Obayashi Yoshiboro, the great Japa- 


nese architect and contractor, at the price 
of 1,100,000 yen, ($550,000,) the buildings 
alone costing 700,000 yen. 

As Osaka possesseS no carriages or cabs 
but only jinrikishas, it was at first proposed 
to build a tramway to run from Umeda 
Station to the exhibition, for which pur- 
pose, most of the streets being very nar- 
row, the municipality intended to  pur- 
chase and remove a great number of 
houses, but the expenditure for this being 
found too great, the idea has been aban- 
doned. Instead, visitors who arrive at 
Umeda Station will be carried by train to 
Kawaguchi Station, which lies on the west- 
ern side of the city, from which steam 
launches provided by the municipality will 
take them up the river to Minato-machi 
Station, and thence they will proceed by 
rail to the exhibition grounds. 


McKINLEY TABLET UNVEILED. 


The President Among Those Who At- 
tend the Exercises in the Metropoli- 
tan M. E. Church, Washington. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—A small tablet 
of white marble, bearing in letters of gold 
a brief statement of the life and deeds of 
William McKinley, the tribute of his friend 
Judge Thomas H. Anderson, formerly of 
Ohio, but now a member of the District 
bench, was unveiled in the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal Church here to-day. 
The unveiling was attended with simple 
ceremony, in the presence of some of those 
who had helped the dead President ad- 
minister the Government. Well-known 
public men added their tributes and made 
the occasion a memorable one. The Amer- 
ican flag that concealed the tablet was 
drawn aside as the congregation sang 
with deep feeling ‘‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee.’ The tablet occupies a position on 
the north wall of the main auditorium, mid- 
way between the two entrances to the 
church. 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Cor- 
telyou were present. Addresses were made 
by the Rev. Frank Bristol, D. D., the pas- 
tor of the church; Senator Fairbanks, Rep- 
resentative Grosvenor, and Representative 
Robert W. Tayler of Ohio, who now repre- 
sents the district in Congress once repre- 
sented by President McKinley. 

The tablet is about three feet high by two 
feet wide, and is made in the form of a 


shield. At the apex of the shield a small 
cross is carved, while at the bottom is the 
shield from the great seal of the United 
States. Beneath the cross are the words, 
‘“* Nearer, My God, to Thee.’’ The main 
inscription is on the body of the shield. 
Below the border are the last words of the 
dead President, “Thy will, not ours, be 
done.”’ 


Frenchman Accused of Embezzlement, 
and His Mexican Sweetheart Taken 
Off an American Vessel. 


When the Ward Line steamship Havana, 
which arrived here last night from Vera 
Cruz and Havana, left the former port she 
had on board as passengers Amadeo Raves, 
a young Frenchman, and Isabelle la Ca- 
vallrie, a Mexican girl. Raves was charged 
with embezzlement by the father of Isa- 
belle la Cavallrie, who had the Mexican 
authorities cable to the Mexican Consul at 
Havana to arrest the couple, stating the 
charges against Raves. 

The Mexican Consul at Havana consulted 
with the French Chargé d’Affaires there, 
and together they presented the case to 
Sefior Zaldo, the Cuban Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs. Secretary Zaldo decided that 
it was possible to hold the couple, and took 
them from the vessel when she arrived. 
Capt. Robert&on protested, but to no avail. 

When Raves and Miss la Cavallrie board- 
ed the steamship at Vera Cruz they had no 


clothes but those they wore, and it was 
quite evident the girl had just come from 
school. They told the passengers they in- 
tended to be married as soon as possible. 
The passengers supplied them with cloth- 
ing and requested Capt. Robertson to marry 
them. The Captain refused to do so, be- 
cause the girl is only fifteen years of age.

STAYED IN HOSPITAL AT LAST. 


For Three Days Woman with Probably 
Fractured Skull and Injured Spine 
Refused to Remain. 


After declining daily since last Thursday 
to remain at Bellevue Hospital, Mrs. Delia 
McDonald, twenty-six years old, of 402 
West Twenty-fourth Street, finally con- 
sented to remain yesterday afternoon 
when Dr. A. Jones found that her skull 
was probably fractured and_ said 
thought her spine was also injured. As a 
result of her unwillingness to remain at 
the hospital last Thursday five doctors are 
working over her trying to save her life. 

Mrs. McDonald was thrown against an 
elevated road pillar Thursday afternoon by 
a Third Avenue trolley car at Twenty- 
third Street. She was stepping from the 
car when it started. Policeman Buckley 
of the East Twenty-second Street Station 


found her unconscious in the midst of a 
crowd. He called an ambulance, but Mrs. 
McDonald on recovering consciousness re- 
fused to go to the hospital and was taken 
to her sister’s home, 402 East Twenty- 
fourth Street. 

That night she became delirious. Ffer 
sister, Mrs. Mary Cavanaugh, who is very 
poor, went out to beg a piece of ice to put 
on the injured woman's head to allay the 
pain, but could aot get any. All day Fri- 
day the injured woman was in agony and 
the two sisters paid a visit to Bellevue 
Hospital. Mrs. McDonald refused _ to stay 
and left with her sister. On Saturday 
evening they went again to the — 
and again tne injured woman refused _ to 
stay. When they went there yesterday 
afternoon inflammation had set in and 
Mrs. McDonald was in a serious condition. 
Dr. Jones insisted that she remain and 
she consented to do so. 


STEAMSHIP HINDOO AFIRE. 


The Wilson Line Steamship Hindoo, 
which sailed for Hull on Saturday with a 
eargo of cotton and hay, had made 110 
miles east of Sandy Hook when, at 2 
o'clock yesterday morning, fire was dis- 
covered in Compartment 4, which is be- 
tween decks forward.

and anchored off Liberty Island. Capt.

KIEL YACHTS DRIFTING HOME. 


Shortly After Midnight This Morning 
Meteor Was Leading with Emperor 
and Empress Aboard. 


KIEL, June 30.—Emperor William's 
American-built yacht Meteor, the Cicely, 
owned by Cecil Quentin of England, and 
the other yachts which started in the 
schooner race yesterday, are at this hour, 
12:30 A. M., drifting toward home. The 
Meteor is in the lead, and the Cicely Is 
second, 

Emperor William and the Empress are 
on board the Meteor, and will probably 
spend most of the night on the water. The 
guests invited by the Emperor to dine to- 
night on board the imperial yacht Hohen- 
zollern have long since dispersed. Em- 
peror William resolutely declined to leave 
the yacht until the finish of the race, and 
the judges and the Sailing Committee sent 
a launch to port to bring out provisions 
to the vessel which carries them. 

The yachts in to-day’s race, carrying full 
light weather canvas, crossed the starting 
line at 11:35 yesterday morning in the fol- 
lowing order: The Lasca, the Clara, the 
Cicely, the Iduna, the Nordwest, and the 
Meteor. The wind was dead ahead for the 
entire distance to the first mark, twelve 
miles from the starting point. At the end 
of an hour the Meteor worked out ahead 
of the Cicely, which had already distanced 
the other contestants. The Cicely chal- 
lenged the Meteor for the weather berth, 
slowly passed her, and lengthened her lead. 
The time at the first mark was as follows: 


The Cicely..... 


Sailing Committee decided to shorten the 
course by one side of the triangle, and to 
instruct the yachts to come home direct 
from the first mark. The committee con- 
sequently borrowed all the available steam 
launches in its neighborhood, and, with 
a member of the committee on board each, 
the launches started to intercept and in- 
struct the yachts to this effect before 
they rounded the first mark. Acting under 
these instructions the Cicely rounded the 
mark and started for home, but Emperor 
William objected to this change of the 
course because the Meteor was coming on 
the reach, which would show her best 
points. The Sailing Committee counter- 
manded its previous instructions. 

The Cicely, in the meantime, had lost the 
five minutes she had gained, and being to 
leeward, she lost five minutes more in 
jibing. All the yachts, with their spin- 
nakers boomed out to. starboard, then 
started for the second mark, seven miles 
away. On this reach the wind continued 
to die away. The Meteor rounded the 
second mark a long way ahead of the other 
yachts, and when she started on the home- 
ward leg of eleven miles it was almost 
completely calm. All the observation yachts 
and excursion steamers left the racers at 
this point; they were drifting hopelessly. 

The Sailing Committee has decided, if the 


Meteor beats the Cicely, to give the latter 
yacht a special prize in view of the com- 
plication which arose from the orders to 
change the course. 

The race of Friday has been awarded to 
the Cicely. In this contest the Meteor fin- 
ished seven minutes and twenty-two sec- 
onds ahead of the Cicely, but under her 
time allowance the English boat won by 
one minute and eleven seconds. Upon this 
occasion M. Guilleaume, the owner of the 
Clara, which was also in the race, lodged 
a protest against the Cicely, declaring that 
the rules required her to carry two anchors 
at her bow instead of one. he judges re- 
served decision Friday because of this 


protest.

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BRIGHTON’S NEW CLUBHOUSE. 


Novel and Convenient Additions Made 
on the Popular “Track by 
the Sea.” 


The new clubhouse of the Brighton 
Beach Racing Association yesterday was 
opened informally for inspection, and a 
number of invited guests of the club were 
surprised and delighted at the transforma- 
tion worked in the popular old “ track by 
the sea.’’ The additions to the equipment 
of the course are in perfect keeping with 
the splendid and airy grand stand, and 
the latest improvements, put in at a cost 
of about $100,000, make the course a com- 
plete plant of its character, and one that 
will compare favorably with even the great 
race courses of Morris Park and Sheeps- 
head Bay, in spite of the fact that Brigh- 
ton Beach is restricted to the area of the 
inclosyre about the model mile track, 
while both of the other tracks named have 
unlimited land at the disposal of their 
managers. 

Chief of the new structures at the sea- 
side track is the clubhouse, a pretty 
structure of three stories, with broad gal- 
leries surrounding it on all sides, and a 
promenade,on the roof from which a per- 
fect view of the entire course may be ob- 
tained. The clubhouse, which is. east of 
the grand stand, and in line with the front 
of that structure, is connected by a bridge 
with the inclosure of the private boxes, 
and club members and guests thus may 
pass freely between the two buildings 
without having to descend to the ground. 

The rear of the clubhouse opens on the 
approach to the track, and carriages may 
be driven direct to the building, a broad 
gallery with easy steps then leading to 
the interior. On the second floor is a well 
appointed café, and on the third floor is 
the ladies’ restaurant. On the ground floor 
and separate from the remainder of the 
structure are the rooms for the jockeys, 
with baths, and the offices of the club. 
East of the house, and connected with an 
elevated footway with the house, is the 
paddock proper, with a gallery running 
around the entire inclosure under the roof, 
which gives the club members and guests 
the opportunity to witness the preparation 
of the horses for the races without the 
necessity of leaving the clubhouse. The 
construction of this addition to the club- 
house is the idea of President William 
Engeman, and is a distinct novelty on an 
American race track, the only thing even 
remotely resembling it being the over- 
hanging annex to the club stand at the 
Gravesend track. At the new Brighton 
Beach track, however, visitors may see 
the saddling of the horses, and without 
moving still may command a full view of 
the race course and watch every part of 
any race that may be run. 

The new paddock is 100,.feet square, and 
with open stalls for a score of horses is 
perfect in its appointments, an addition to 
the track equipment that horsemen espec- 
ially will appreciate. To the private box 
inclosure additions have been made until 


that part of the stand will hold twice as 
many guests as before. The capacity of 
both grand and field stands has been in- 
creased, and seats have been provided for 
about 10,000 visitors, while the accommoda- 
tions of the track are equal to the de- 
mhnds of 25,000 persons, a number which 
the club officials confidently expect will 
be exceeded at the opening of the recon- 
structed Brighton Beach track next Satur- 


day.

The advantage to this country in secur- 
ing peace and prosperity in the island 
Was conceded. The benefit of broadened 
trade with Cuba was obvious to all. It 
Was simply a question of the protected 
favorites of the tariff against the duty 
and the lasting welfare of the country, 
and the protected favorites of the tariff 
won. 

Now, for the first time in the recent 
history of the United States, the tariff 
question touches the conscience of the 
people. It is no longer merely a ques- 
tion of their own interests and rights, of 
whether they are themselves taxed for 
the enrichment of a small number of 
persons selected by the Legislature on 
purely partisan grounds. It is a ques- 
tion of whether the plain duty of the 
country shall be performed, whether the 
honor of the Nation shall be maintained, 
whether we shall be exposed to the de- 
served rebukes, the well-pointed sneers 
of the enemies of the Republic in other 
lands.

TO KEEP UP THE PENSION OUTLAY. 

The House of Representatives recent- 
ly amended a Senate bill increasing 
pensions to those disabled by loss of limb 
or limbs. The increases had been ap- 
proved by the Bureau of Pensions, we be- 
lieve, before Commissioner Evans. was 
“promoted” out of the office he had 
filled so faithfully. The number of cases 
to which such increases may be applica- 
ble must be small, and the highest rating 
allowed by the amended bill is less than 
the $72 paid for extreme disability under 
general lasvs. The mischief, it appears 
to us, is in the adoption of a further 
amendment by which the consent of Con- 
gress is given to abandon the limitation 
of the act of 1890, known as “the de- 
pendent pension law,”’ and to attempt to 
do under that later statute what it has 
heretofore been possible to do only un- 
der “‘ general laws.”’ 

When the “dependent pension” law 
was adopted, it was largely to meet the 
needs of applicants who could not prove 
title to pensions under the older but 
otherwise more liberal laws. Most of 
those veterans who sought pensions un- 
der the terms of the act of 1890 were 
prebably just within the requirement 
that applicants must have had ninety 
days’ service. Possession of a certificate 
to draw money from the Treasury was 
made comparatively easy by the accep- 
tation of present disability as a qualifi- 
cation, without demanding proof that 
the disability was of service origin. About 
the only restraint upon the applicant was 
the requirement to establish that his dis- 
ability was not attributable to his vicious 
habits. Under the new and recent law 
the minimum rate to be allowed was $6; 
the maximum was to be $12. Those rates 
have prevailed until now, although many 
efforts to go beyond the maximum rate 
have been resisted by the Bureau of Pen- 
sions. 

The added language giving pensjon- 
ers under the act of 1890, “ when 
they require frequent and periodical 
aid,” from $12 to $30 per month, 
looks strangely like an attempt to 
get approximately the benefits of the 
general law for subjects that may not 
possess the qualifications demanded of 
an applicant under the old laws. There 
is now no insuperable difficulty to be 
overcome by the veteran who can prove 
his right, by arduous service, by wounds, 
illness, or any disability attributable to 
his life in the army, to the highest pen- 
sion, which is paid to those unable to 
help themselves. But these high pensions 
go to men about whose actual services in 
the field there is next to no doubt what- 
ever. The later rates were offered as a 
sort of substitute for service pensions, 
and evidently to head off variowts service 
pension propositions. 

There are about 450,000 pensions under 
the law of 1890. Of the whole, about 
170,000 are receiving the maximum rate 
of $12 a month, and there are more than 
100,000 persons already pensioned under 
this law who have applied for increase of 
their pensions. The discretion proposed 
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opportunity will be abused at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer. If the attitude of 
the Administration toward the Pension 
Bureau had been recently more cour- 
ageous, we should have asserted confi- 
dently that this proposed amendment, if 
adopted, would not have been easily 
abused. As it is, with a Pension Com- 
missioner ousted by the “ sharks,” and a 
new one put in from the State that was 
most conspicuous in waging the vicious 
fight against Mr. Evans, and with the 
pension attorneys and_ professional 
“comrades” to be considered first, we 
may be pardoned for regarding this “‘ lib- 
eral’’ amendment with distrust and to 
await with concern the interpretation of 
it by the new head of the Pension Bu- 
reau. 


THE RIGHTS OF LABOR. 

The Supreme Court of Wisconsin has 
handed down a decision defining the 
rights of employment, which may have 
been called for by the nature of the ap- 
peal under consideration, but which is 
extremely elementary. The gist of the 
decision is that an agreement to labor 
or the refusal to labor for another can- 
not be made a crime; that employer 
and employé must enjoy equal rights in 
determining the question of employment. 
The right to employ or be employed, 
the freedom of the will to employ or to 
be employed, is held to be a primary 
right not subject to legislative restric- 
tion. If an employer can be made a 
criminal for refusing to employ union 
labor, the union employé can be made a 
criminal for quitting in obedience to his 
union. The reasons which may influence 
a man freely to contract or refuse to 
contract his labor must not be inquired 
inte. -This includes his right to join any 
lawful organization pertinent to his busi- 
ness as freely, without question, if and 
when it deems to his advantage. Of 
these advantages he is the sole judge. 
He must weigh all these questions and 
decide for himself. 

It is difficult to imagine a set of condi- 
tions under which a question could arise 
for adjudication in which any of these 
propositions would be called in question. 
Possibly it might in. connection with an 
attempt to penalize an infraction of an 
eight-hour law when the employer and 
employed had agreed upon a mutually 
satisfactory wage for a nine or ten hour 


day. 


JOHNS HOPKINS. 

It will be good news to the friends of 
sound and progressive scholarship in the 
United States and throughout the civil- 
ized world that the endowment fund 
which was regarded as necessary to the 
continuance of the work of Johns Hop- 
kins University has been completed. The 
sum was not large, as such things go at 
the present time and in this country, 
only a million of dollars, and the slow- 
ness with which it was gathered has 
seemed a little puzzling to those who 
have understood the value of the uni- 
versity and the peculiar distinction it 
conferred on the city where it was sit- 
uated. But the money has now been 
raised, and the fact is a cause of con- 
gratulation. 

The work of Johns Hopkins is known 
the world over. Under the highly intelli- 
gent guidance of its former President, 
Dr. GILMAN, it has from time to time se- 
cured the enthusiastic service of some of 
the most learned and efficient men in 
their respective lines, and it has suc- 
ceeded in inspiring its students with a 
fervor and persistence in thorough study 
and inquiry that have made the propor- 
tion among them of distinguished names 
very remarkable. The university has 
united courage and sound conservatism. 
Its work has been solid-and painstaking 
as well as progressive. It has been free 
from fads, and that freedom has been as 
complete from the old fads as from the 
new. It has sought to test and to prove, 
and while holding fast to that which has 
been shown to be good in the past to 
seek safely and surely all practicable ac- 
quisitions in the realm of knowledge and 
thought. There has been no institution 
for the higher education in this country 
that has been more completely and char- 
acteristically American, and none that 
has done more to bring our country into 
harmony with the world’s movement of 
civilization.

THE BACILLUS EPISTOLARUM. 

The latest addition to the micro-organ- 
isms which lie in’ wait for the unwary 
human being to implant within him the 
colonies of disease germs, to eradicate 
which is as troublesome as to eradicate 
the Boers from the Transvaal, is the 
microbe which reaches ones breakfast 
table through the agency of his morn- 
ing mail. Until better defined we shall 
probably have to designate him by the 
generic name of bacillus epistolarum. 
Against reading letters before the sys- 
tem is fortified by a substantial meal 
and the powers of resistance stimulated 
by coffee, The London Lancet utters a 
solemn warning. Sfatistically it might 
be shown by indisputable evidence that 
a majority of those who recéive their 
morning mail at the breakfast table die 
sooner or later, and generally sooner, 
since this habit is not ordinarily con- 
tracted until somewhat late in life—ex- 
cept in the case of women, who are also 
mortal. The hygienic aspects of the mat- 
ter are ably presented by The Lancet as 
follows: 


In nine cases out of ten the envelope con- 
taining a letter is licked, as is a the 
stamp, by the sender. Infection, there- 
fore, may easily lurk here, especially as by 
the time the letter reaches its destina- 
tion the stamp and sealed cover are dry. 
Any materies morbi present would be easily 
detached. Then there are the risks of in- 
| fection to which a letter is exposed in tran- 
sit. The sorter at the Post Office or the 
postman may not be as bacteriologically 
clean as is desirable. ~The dust of the road 
may adhere to any exposed’gum, or the let- 
ters may be pped. and the bacteriology 
of the road dust exhibits some well-known 
izms.

are the microbes of pus, malignant oedema, 
tetanus, tubercle, and scepticaemia. The 
post probably is a very wide distributing 
agency of all sorts and conditions of organ- 
isms, and this would be difficult to prevent. 
But surely care might be taken to keep 
from association the plate upon which food 
is partaken and the letter or newspaper 
packet. It follows that from a hygienic 
point of view letters should never be 
opened or read during a meal. 


From the same set of disquieting facts 
it would not be a violent assumption to 
argue that letters should not be opened 
and read at all until thoroughly steril- 
ized. This might be done in a wholesale 
way at the Post Office, if many of the 
micro-organisms described by The Lan- 
cet were not picked up in delivery. Dur- 
ing the cholera epidemic in the South of 
telegrams re- 
ceived at Paris from Marseilles were dis- 
infected before distribution, and equal 
prudence might cause the postal system 
to cease to be a disseminator of conta- 
gion; but since the sorter and the car- 
rier cannot very well be maintained in a 
condition .of sungical asepsis, the only 
avenue of safety would seem to lie in 
having a steam chamber orea tank of 
bichloride of mercury solution so placed 
that the postman may drop his mail 
matter into it through a slot in the out- 
side wall or the front door, and so keep 
dangerous organisms out of the house. 
The correspondence habit was ever one 
of peril to the writers of letters;. and 
since it is shown to be equally perilous 
to those who receive them, to expect its 
relegation to innocuous desuetude is not 
unreasonable. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

—Strikes are little likely to present hu- 
morous features anywhere, and least of all, 
perhaps, in England, where the national 
solemnity tends to take among the work- 
ing classes the semblance of surliness, but 
certain London engine cleaners have man- 
aged to invent a form of industrial revolt 
which for a while was decidedly funny. 
These men, it seems, have been expected to 
toil the week through, and they recently 
decided that they needed one day off out of 
seven as much as other people do. So they 
instituted a strike for a weekly holiday, 
going through all the customary proceed- 
ings and’ “ walking out” when their de- 
mand was refused. The unwonted leisure 
having been enjoyed for twenty-four hours, 
a particularly able striker suggested to his 
fellows that they confess themselves beaten 
and. go back to work, and when they pro- 
tested against so prompt a surrender he 
quietly suggested that there was nothing to 
prevent them from striking again after 
working for six days—nothing, indeed, to 
prevent a strike once a week, always unsuc- 
cessful, but always productive of the 
desired day off. The idea was hailed with 
frantic enthusiasm as a fruit of truest 
genius; but, alas, trouble arose when for 
the second time the strikers went back to 
admit their defeat. To their utter disgust 
they found that the locomotive Superintend- 
ent, in gross violation of the rules of the 
game as they understood them, had secured 
other men to do their work! The strikers 
pointed out to him that as they had de- 
clared the strike over and had accepted de- 
feat they were entitled to go back to work. 
They assured him on their personal honor 
that such was the use and custom, and 
that any one who knew anything at all 
about strikes would tell him so. It was all 
in vain. The Superintendent insisted that 
the rules had been changed to meet new 
conditions, and so the improved system of 
strikes has not gained the popularity it 
seemed at first destined to acquire. 


— One would not expect to find under the 
title ‘‘ Using the Public Schools in the Phil- 
ippines for Sectarian Purposes’ an accu- 
rate and sympathetic statement of the 
great and complex difficulties with which 
the Administration is contending in those 
islands, or a hearty expression of confi- 
dence in the Administration’s intention to 
do what is just and right in all things. 
Both appear, however, in an editorial arti- 
cle, so headed, in The Catholic World Mag- 
azine of this city, and yet the writer of the 
article, after beginning so well, asserts that 
the selection of Mr. F. W. ATKINSON for 
the position of Superintendent of Public In- 
struction in the Philippines was a “ fatal 
step,’’ and, without falling into the blun- 
ders of fact made by our recent corre- 
spondent of the International Catholic 
Truth Society, he repeats that careless per- 
son’s charge that Mr. ATKINSON is using 
the schools, or permitting them to be used, 
as a means of changing the religion of the 
native children. Nothing to substantiate 
this accusation is given in the article ex- 
cept the report of an unnamed traveler that 
one of the American teachers told him 
nearly all her pupils had been induced to 
join her Sunday school class, and the fact 
that the heads of the Methodist and Pres- 
byterlan missions in the islands are send- 
ing home “ glowing reports of their suc- 
cesses in turning the people away from 
their old church.’’ We do not regard either 
of these revelations as particularly shock- 
ing, and certainly they do not justify the 
charge that the schools are being used as 
engines of conversion by the Protestant 
sects. It may be, of course, that individ- 
ual teachers are misbehaving themselves, 
but it is more than slightly ridiculous to 
»elieve, or even to suspect, that the Filipino 
schools as a whole are anything worse than 
absolutely unsectarian. If that is bad— 
and we are inclined to assume that it is the 
real grievance of those who criticise Mr. 
ATKINnson—there is no help for the evil 
while American sentiment as to public edu- 
cation remains what it always has been 
and still is. The Paulist Fathers, who 
control the magazine mentioned above, are 
both too intelligent and too good Americans 
to doubt that. 


——Anti-imperialism is indeed hard up for 
excuses to shudder when it has to do it 
for no better reason than the fact that Ad- 
miral DEWEY permitted the Spanish com- 
mander of Manila to make a sham defense 
of that city. In reality the Admiral simply 
had to permit Gen. JAUDENEs to do just as 
much or as little fighting as that officer 
chose. The American in effect said, ‘*‘ We 
are going to take possession of Manila.” 
The Spaniard’s reply, also in effect, was: 
‘“* iy know it, but as my people at home have 
a way of inflicting capital punishment on 
commanders who surrender cities without 
striking a blow at the enemy, I shall be 
obliged to kill a few of your men and have 
a few of mine killed before I let you in.” 
This may have seemed absurd to the Ad- 
miral, but it also seemed absurd to Gen. 
JAUDENES to get himself shot as a traitor 
when he could avoid it in what he regarded 
as a perfectly proper way, and so the 
“battle '’ took place. -As a veteran of the 
bloodiest war in history, Admiral Dmewry 
regarded the carefully restricted carnage 
before the walls of Manila with entire com. 
posure, and he showed no symptoms of 
hysteria as he rehearsed the story for the 
benefit of the Senatorial investigators. In- 
stead of mourning for the men who were 
needlessly sacrificed, not by him or any 
other American, but by the Spanish Gen- 
eral, he noted the fact that fortifled cities 
are rarely taken so easily—that a real de- 
fense, which the Spaniard could have made 
if he pleased, would have been vastly more 
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sanguinary than the pretended defense was. 
And for this he is denounced for a “ jaun- 
ty " indifference to loss of life, and gravely 
lectured for showing no more emotion than 
he would have done in a discussion of 
squirrel shooting! Well, he can stand it. 
A very large majority of his countrymen 
have pretty strong nerves themselves, and 
when they go to some trouble and expense 
in training a young man for the trade of 
war they do not expect him to call for his 
smelling salts every time he tells of a war 
experience. 


—-After perusing Mr. ALFRED AUSTIN’S 
coronation ode, the able individual who 
daily writes some remarkably picturesque 
pieces for The Rochester Post-Express has 
been moved to remark—with what for him 
is unusual gentleness when a Briton is con- 
cerned: ‘‘ The best that can be said for him 
is 
greater men to sacrifice in honor of un- 
truth.”” The Rochesterian had just as- 
serted that ‘“‘ priests are always ready to 
bless and poets to celebrate a King of any 
kind,’’ so his exculpation of the Laureate 
was decidedly neat.

EXPANSION VS. TRADITIONS AT 
WEST POINT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It has been proposed to mark historic 
sites at West Point. It has also been pro- 
posed to tear down the historic West Point 
Chapel. We rejoice that Congress has re- 
cently appropriated $6,000,000 for the ex- 
pansion of West Point, and we can only 
hope that its traditions may be kept in 
their integrity. 

In a recent issue of THe NEw, YORK 
Times Prof. Larned of West Point ex- 
pressed the opinion that “‘ West Point can- 
not afford to surrender its traditions.” 

The Nation cannot afford to surrender 
them. Each tradition is an inheritance of 
our own. The dawn of our country, repre- 
sented by Prof. Weir’s painting in the 
Chapel, is coming on to noon.

It Will Be Held in Connection with the 
Olympian Games in 1904 at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—A gathering of rep- 
Tesentatjves of the many religions and 
creeds of the world, which will rival the 
Congress of Religions of the World's Fair, 
is planned in connection with the Olympian 
games in 1904 by Bishop Fallows, Chairman 
of the Committee on Ethical and Religious 
Organizations. The religious feature of the 
games will be organized on the same broad 
lines as the games themselves. Every 
country which is to be invited to send its 
athletic representatives will be urged to 
have its religions represented as well. 

Following the idea that all games of en- 
durance and skill had their origin in relig- 
fous workshops in ancient times, this com- 
mittee will endeavor to show that the con- 
nection has not been lost in later years. It 
is held that the temperance and self-denial 


exacted of candidates for modern sports of 
all kinds are closely allied to the principles 
of self-control which are thought of as part 
of every creed in civilized lands, and that 
athletics and religion work together in 
forming a race of perfect human beings. 
The six Sundays included in the time oc- 
cupled by the games will be devoted to the 
demonstration of this idea. Bishop Fail- 
lows was prominently connected with the 
World's Fair Congress of Religions.

TRA A. SHALER DEAD 
Park Avenue Subway Contractor 
Expires in Presbyterian Hospital. 


Murray Hill Dynamite Explosion, Arm- 
ory Fire, and a Cave-tn Ruined Him 
Financially — Then a Boulder 
Struck Him in the Tunnel. 


Major Ira A. Shaler, the sub-contractor 
in charge of Section 4 of the subwhy, who 
was so terribly injured on June 17 by being 
crushed down by a half-tan rock that fell 
on him In the tunnel at Thirty-ninth Street 
and Park Avenue, died at 2:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning in the Presbyterian Hospi- 
tal, as a result of that accident. He was 
perfectly conscious to the end, and dled, it 
was said at the hospital, apparently without 
agony. His father and mother, Gen. and 
Mrs. Alexander Shaler, and his wife were 
with the Major at the last. 

Major Shaler was one of the most prom- 
inent,of the younger civil engineers of New 
York. He was born in Ridgefield, N. J., 
Sept. 19, 1862. He received his education 
at Cornell University, being.a member of 
the class of '84. About two years ago he 
was married to Miss Leverich, a daughter 
of F. 8. Duncan Leverich of this city. 
Major Shaler was a member of the Cornell, 
Lotos, Barnard, Alpha Delta Phi, and 
Lenox (Mass.) Clubs, the Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion, and the American So- 
ciety of Civili Engineers. During the Span- 
ish-American war he was made a Major of 
the First United States Volunteer Engi- 
neers, with which organization he served 
in the campaign under Gen. Miles in Porto 
Rico. 

On account of the many accidents that 
have attended the section of the subway 
for the building of which Major Shaler had 
the contract, he was dubbed many months 
ago as the *‘ hoodoo contractor.” Accident 
after accident attended the work in his 
section, fearly all of them being accidents 
of the most serious nature. 

First and most serious of all was the 
dynamite explosion of Jan. 27, which dam- 
aged the Murray Hill Hotel, killed six 
persons and injured 125, and inflicted heavy 
property losses. The February Grand Jury 
held Major Shaler responsible for that acci- 
dent, and he was to have been tried dur- 
ing the October term of court on a charge 
of manslaughter. That accident ruined 
Major Shaler financially, it is said, suit 
after suit being instituted against him for 
damages, until the plaintiffs in the actions 
found out his financial status, after which 
they directed their energies against John 
B. McDonald, the contractor of the sub- 
way. 

After this accident all went well until 
the morning of Feb. 22, when the Seventy- 
first Regiment Armory was destroyed and 
the Park Avenue Hotel badly damaged by 
fire, a score of guests of the hotel being 
killed. While Major Shaler was in no way 
connected with the responsibility for that 
fire, the Gamage it wrought along Pank 
Avenue greatly impeded, thé work on his 
section, with a serious loss to him financidl- 
ly as a result of the unavoidable delay. 

His next misfortune came the follow- 
ing month, on the 2ist of which the rock, 
which was of the stratified and decayed 
type, caved in under four houses along 
Park Avenue between Thirty-seventh and 
Thirty-eighth Streets, damaging them to 
an estimated extent of $100,000. 

The last serious accident to occur within 
his section was that of June 17, which 
caused his death. The morning of that 
day, in company with William Barclay 
Parsons, the Chief Engineer of the subway, 
and George Rice, the Assistant Engineer, 
Major Shaler started on a tout of inspection 
of the work that had been done. An object 
of the inspection was to devise means to 
strengthen the walls of rotten stone within 
the tunnel. The engineers first inspected the 
east tunnel, and after finding the work there 
satisfactory, started on a return trip south- 
ward through the western section They 
entered the tunnel at Forty-first Street, and 
were leisurely inspecting the work when 
they reached the point where Thirty-ninth 
Street crosses the subway. Here there was 
a projecting ledge of rock which drew the 
attention of Mr. Parsons, who picked up a 
bar and dislodged it. As the boulder fell 
Major Shaler, who was standing between 
Mr. Parsons and Mr. Rice, suddenly and 
for some reason unaccounted for made a 
step or two forward. He turned to see if 
Mr. Parsons and Mr. Rice were following 
him, when another boulder of the rotten 
stone, weighing about 1,000 pounds, sud- 
denly fell from the ledge above. 

A great, jagged piece of it that had fallen 


first struck Major Shaler on the head, in- 
flicting a severe, but not necessarily fatal, 
scalp wound. Realizing in an instant what 
was transpiring, Major Shaler ducked his 
head just in time to receive the full weight 
of crumbled stone on his neck and back. 
He was crushed down, terribly — er 
and his horrified companions knew in a 
moment that he was very seriously, if not 
fatally, hurt. While the contractor was 
buried beneath the débris Mr. Parsons 
rushed for assistance. All the workmen 
had fled immzJiately after the accident, 
the only persons remaining behind to help 
the suffering contractor being Mr. Parsons 
and Mr. Rice and Major Shaler’s foreman, 
Charles E. Fraser, who was standing near.

He was then taken to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, where ‘t was found that his 
spine was broken between the sixth and 
seventh cervical vertebrae, his leg badl 
injured, and his scalp frightfully lacerated. 
For the eleven days that he survived his 
injuries his wife was constantly beside him. 

turday morning the surgeons saw that 
the end was yo ae and told the 
members of the family that it was prac- 
tically impossible for him to live through 
the night. When his father and mother 
and sisters assembled in his sickroom, 
Major Shaler, realising what their pres- 
ence meant, turned to his wife and asked 
if the end was near. Mrs. Shaler, as best 
she could, told him the worst had been 
predicted. After this the stricken man 
talked with his wife and parents at in- 
tervals until a short time before he

DEATH OF SAM BRYANT. 


He Was a Noted Turf Character and 
Owner of Good Horses. 


‘LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 2.—Capt. 
“Sam” Bryant, one of the best-known 
turfm@® in the country, died of dropsy at 
his home in this city last night after a 
long iliness. His end was hastened by the 
fact that he insisted on going to Chicago 
to see the American Derby run a week ago, 
though he had to be carried to the train on 
a stretcher and then was advised that he 


was near death. . 


Samuel Bryant was about seveaty years 
of age, and for nearly fifty years of that 
time had been prominently identified with 
the turf and kindred sports, his greatest 
prominence having been earned in connec- 
tion with the thoroughbred turf. Originally 
occupied as a steamboatman on the Ohio 
River, he settled in Louisville, Ky., a 
few years after the war, and there began 
his connection with horse racing by train- 
ing trotters, making his home near the old 
Greenland track. which occupied a part of 


the site of the present Fair Grounds track 
in Loulsville. He early attracted atten- 
tion by his peculiarities, and became known 
as a unique figure in horse racing. When 
he turned his attention from trotting to 
thoroughbred racing, his first good horse 
was the Bonnie Scotland-Liza Davis geld- 
ing, Big Medicine. 

Though well known to turfmen years be- 
fore he sprang into National prominence 
in 1888, when, with the fast horse Proctor 
Knott, he won the greatest prize of the 
American turf, the first Futurity Stakes, 
run for at Sheepshead Bay and worth $40,- 
000, Bryant bought the horse as a yearling 
at the annual sale of the Belle Meade 
horses for about $300, and with him capt- 
ured several of the greatest prizes of the 
turf from the most prominent stables in 
American racing. Bryant owned a num- 
ber of other good horses, chief among 
which were Uncle Bob, General Harding, 
and the fast horse Benedict, but his great- 
est success was with Proctor Knott, whose 
victory in the Futurity made his owner, 
until then poor, a comparatively rich man. 
Bryant frequently was in trouble with the 
turf authorities, the most notable instance 


being when at Long Branch, about 1880, he 
was ruled off the turf for what was re- 
tded_as a suspicious race run by the 
orse >» ™ Medicine, afterward known as 
snc | arks. He was reinstated two 
es ater, but never ceased to criticise 
he turf officials for what he termed their 
injustice to ‘“‘a poor man,” and from that 
time was suspicious to the last oores of all 
persons representing turf author y. 

After his success with Proctor Knott he 
became interested in partnership with the 
Scoggan Brothers of Louisville in racing, 
Bryant training the horses and winning a 
number of important stakes in the West, 
though he never again was Gonaptoucueyy 
successful in the East. His most notable 
triumph tn after years was with the horse 
Uncle Bob, who won the American Derby 
at Chicago after Bryant, who bought him 
as a yearling, developed him to his three- 
year-old form. Bryant also was a noted 
patron of the cockpit, and was identified 
with the most successful! cock fighters of 
twenty years ago, before cock fighting was 
suppressed in the Southwest. Bryant par- 
ticu — was identified with the breed of 
Gome owl known as the Kentucky and 
Vhite Domineque. He had one son, Wad- 
dell ayant. named for a wealthy gambler 
of Louisville, and this boy Bryant trained 
to the business of race riding. Young Bry- 
ant became the most successful lightweight 
of his time, but died when at the height of 
his career. Bryant lived in a house adjoin- 
ing the race track of the Louisville Jockey 
Club, known commonly as Churchill Downs, 
and there for a number of years he kept 
& small roadhouse, where {[t was his de- 
light to entertain visiting horsemen, and 
where he kept on view the trophies he had 
won in the several branches of sport with 
which he had been connected. 


LESS SMOKE NOTICEABLE. 


Inspectors Found Few Violations—In- 
terest In the Coming Convention 
of Mine Workers. 


Severai Inspectors of the Board of Health 
went through the streets yesterday, looking 
for violations of the soft coal ordinance. A 
few cases were found tn which apartment 
houses were burning soft coal. It was said 
that the enforcement of the soft coal ordi- 
nance by the Board of Health had produced 
some good results and that there was less 
smoke than on the previous Sunday. 

President Lederle of the Board of Health, 
who has called the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company to a hearing this afternoon for 
violating the soft coal ordinance, sald yes- 
terday afternoon that the locomotives of 
the company had begun to hurn soft coal 
mixed with anthracjte. That, he believed, 
could be done in a way to create little 
smoke. Jf, however, it can be shown, he 
said, that hard coal can be procured in 
sufficient quantities in Brooklyn the loco- 
motives of the company must burn hard 
coal. 

Some of the agents of the coal companies 
are beginning to look forward with interest 
to the coming National convention of the 
mine workers on July 17. They say that, 
while they do not believe that the miners 
who are under contract will decide on a 
strike, there is a bare possibility that a 
general strike may be ordered. 

Cc. B. Orcutt, President of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany and of one of the coal agencies of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio mines, said: 

“If a general strike of the soft coal 
miners were ordered now it would have a 
disastrous effect. It would simply cripple 
the entire industries of the country, but 
I do not believe the miners who are under 
contract will strike. I know that many of 
the anthracite miners want to go back to 
work, but are afraid to do so.” 

At the meeting of the Central Federated 
Union yesterday Patrick Rooney of the Re- 
Nance Labor Club of Marble Workers called 
the attention of the delegates to the scar- 
city of water between West Eighty-eighth 
and Ninety-elghth Streets, in the vicinity 
of Amsterdam and Columbus Avenues. 
That, he said, was because Commissioner 


Dougherty could not set coal for the pump- 
ing station in West Ninety-eighth Street. 

“The Commissioner cannot get hard 
coal,”’ he said, ‘‘and the Board of Health 
won't let him burn soft coal. 
that the people, sepectally those living be- 
tween ighty-eighth and WNinety-third 
Streets, cannot get water. This is not only 
a discomfort, but also a menace to health. 
I never saw such a condition of affairs 
since I an to live in this city."’ 

It was decided to ask President Lederle 
~ the Board of Health to remedy the con- 
dition of affairs.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 29.—The cruiser 
Brooklyn, which is to convey the remains 
of Lord Pauncefote to England, arrived 
here to-day. She anchored In the roadstead 
three miles off the Naval Academy. The 
tug Standish will transfer the casket from 
the Academy wharf to the Brooklyn. 

The remains of the British Ambassador 
will arrive from Washington on Tuesday, 
July 1. An escért consisting of two com- 
panies of marines from the Naval Academy 
and one company of marines and two com- 
panies of bluejackets from the Brooklyn 
will meet the funeral train. All the officers 
stationed at the Naval Academy will also 
assemble at the railroad station and ac- 
company the funeral party to the Academy 
grounds. There will be no services here. 
A salute of nineteen guns will be fired as 
the Stagdish, with the remains aboard, 
leaves the wharf. 

It is expected that the Brooklyn will sail 
at 6 P. M. on Tuesday.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
Harry B. Paul.

CAPE MAY, N. J., June 29.—Harry B. 
Paul of Camden died at his cottage here 
last night of congestion of the brain. He 
was born in Philadelphia, June 11, 1855. He 
was educated in the schools of Philadel- 
phia, and then entered the office of Gen. 
Louis Wagner in that city. In 1869 he 
was apprenticed in the shops of the Caffrey 
Carriage Company, Camden, and rose to 
the Secretaryship of the organization. In 
1892 he was appointed by Gov. Abbett Police 
Justice of Camden, and served two years. 
About this time he established The Cam- 
den Review, which he published up to the 
time of his death. 

President Cleveland in 1894 appointed him 
Postmaster of Camden, which position he 
held for four years. For many years he 
was a member of the New Jersey Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and for a time in 


1900 he was New Jersey's member of the 
Democratic National Committee. He was 
a thirty-second degree Mason, a member 
of Lulu Temple, Philadelphia, and of 
the Order of Elks, United Workmen, and 
Odd Fellows. He leaves a wife and one 
daughter. The funeral will occur at Cam- 
den on Tuesday. 


Benjamin White Otis. 

Benjamin White Otis died at his home, 
307 Grand Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
after a long illness. Mr. Otis was born 
seventy-five years ago, in Greenfields, 
Me.. and was a son of Simon Otis. He cama 
to this city about fifty years ago, and 
engaged in the produce commission bust-

COLORED POLITICIAN SHOT. 


Sheehan’s “Black Lieutenant” Prob- 
ably Fatally Wounded in a Greater 
New York Democracy Clubhouse. 


While attempting to stop a quarrel among 
several men in the clubhouse at 144 West 
Twenty-seventh Street, the headquarters 
of the ed Greater New York Democ- 
racy of the Twenty-fifth Assembly Dis- 
trict, early yesterday morning James H. 
Smith of 155 West Twenty-fourth Street, 
the leader of the district, who is known 
as John C. Sheehan's “ black lieutenant,” 
was shot in the abdomen and probably fa- 
injured. 

Smith made an ante-mortem statement to 
Coroner Scholer yesterday, in which he 
said that he did not know the name of 
the man who shot him other than that he 
Was called ‘“‘ Eph.’ After the shooting his 
fled to the street, where he was 
joined by his companions. They quickly 
got a cab and drove away. 

William Coleman, thirty-two years old, of 
132 West Twenty-fourth Street, a mem- 
ber of the club, followed the cab, but he 
could not keep up with it. At the corner 
of Twenty-seventh Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue he met Policeman Terrell of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station, and told him of 
the shooting. At that moment both espied 
a cab going rapidly up Sixth Avenue, and 
Terrell boarded a north-bound electric car 
and overhauled the vehicle at Thirty-first 
Street. In it were Thaddeus Washington, 
twenty-one years old, of 284 Seventh Ave- 
nue; James Henry, nineteen years old, of 
220 West Sixty-fourth Street, and Ida 
Evans, twenty-four years old, of 117 West 
Thirty-second Street. 

They were taken to the New York Hos- 
pital, to which institution Smith had been 
removed, but the injured man could not 
identify either of the men as his assailant. 
They and the woman, however, were held 
and locked up, the woman as a witness 
and the men on suspicion. Under the seat 
in the cab Terrell found a revlover, two 
chambers of which were empty. 

Washington and Henry were arraigned 
before Magistrate Barlow in the Jefferson 
Market Court, and held without bail for ex- 
amination. 


DYING MAN GIVES HIM: HIMSELF UP. 


Italian Carpenter First Shot the Girl 
Who Did Not Want Him. 


Antonio Sposit walked into the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station shortly before 
midnight on Saturday night, and, with 
some manifestation of emotion, said: 

‘“*I'’m shot; can you send for a doctor?” 

The Captain, upon examining the man, 
noticed upon the left side of his shirt near 
the waist a red spot. The Captain ordered 
an ambulance, and, while it was coming, 
the wounded man confessed that he had 
shot his sweetheart, May Balsam, before 
he had shot himself. .

GRAND JURY AFTER POLICE 


Queens County Body May Call 
Hugh McLaughlin. 


At Picnic of Senator McCarren’s Club 
Policemen in Uniform Are Alleged 
to Have Watched Prizefight- 
ing and Gambling. 


The prizefight which is alleged to have 
taken place last Monday at Witzel’s Grove, 
College Point, as well as the allegations 
that on the same day there were numerous 
gambling games in full operation at the 
same place, are to form the basis of an 
inquiry by the Queens County Grand Jury, 
which will assemble this morning, although 
it had reported its work finished and asked 
for its discharge. 

District Attorney Merrill had his men at 
work on the case in question, and requested 
that the jury be held. The term was about 
to end, but the court agreed to sit on 
Thursday next to take the findings of the 
Grand Jury, and this morning the hearings 
will begin. 

It is understood that Hugh McLaughlin, 
the Democratic leader in Brooklyn; State 
Senator P. H. McCarren, and other Brook- 
lyn politicians will be called to testify. 
The inquiry will be directed mainly against 
the police of the precinct, the Seventy- 
sixth, and about a score or more of Brook- 
lyn policemen who are said to have at- 
tended the outing held in the park on the 
day of the alleged open violations of the 
law. 

The outing held at the resort on the day 
in question was that of the Seymour Club 
of Williamsburg, Senator McCarren’s politi- 
cal organization. It is alleged that one of 
the attractions was a “go” between a 
man named Kennedy, living in Greenpoint, 
and “ Kid” Dorsey. Kennedy is said to 
have received a knock-out blow in the 
second round, and to have been so com 
pletely put out that a doctor had to be

called to bring him around. It is claimed 
that the fight was carried out under reg- 
ular ring rules. 

It is further claimed that policemen in 
uniform and out stood about watching the 
“ go,”’ and made no attempt to interfere. 
It is also alleged that about the time the 
outing party reached the park several 
gambling games of various descriptions 
opened up and were not interfered with, 
although doing business openly through the 
day. Some of the operators of these games 
are said to have made a good haul out of 
the crowd. 

It is said that a large portion of those 
policemen at whom the proceeding is di- 
rected are men who are above the rank 
of patrolman, including Sergeants and Cap- 
tains. The District Attorney will hold 
that these men, although not in/uniform 
and out of their own borough, should have 
stopped the fight and have arrested the 
gainblers. 

Capt. Hickman had two men in uniform 
detailed to the park on that day, and these 
men do not appear to have made any report 
to the station house of the alleged illegal 
proceedings. It is also claimed that from 
time to time during the day various other 
patrolmen connected with the local precinct 
stopped in the park, and saw what was 
going on but took no action, 


TWO RAID PRISONERS HELD. 


Others Taken in Descent on Alleged 
Prizefight Discharged. 


Capt. Hogan of the West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street Station in the 
Harlem Court arraigned the twenty-three 
men caught in a raid upon an alleged prize- 
fight- Saturday night. ‘Jack”’ Jones or 
James Guilfoyle, one of the alleged princi- 
pals in the fight, was held in $500 bail, 
charged with participating in a prizefight. 
George C. Murphy, the alleged proprietor 
of the saloon where the fight was to have 
been held, was paroled in the custody of 
his counsel pending further examination. 
The @ther prisoners were discharged. The 
other principal, said to be *‘ Tony’’ Moran 
of Philadelphia, escaped. 

While the hearing was going on before 
Magistrate Mott, Murphy was spied sitting 
in the rear of the courtroom. He was 
promptly arrested and haled before the 
Magistrate.
